Work of cleaning up the debris 
left by the fire that destroyed a 
part of the interior of the Milton 
C Plank building in the first block 
of Baltimore street Monday morn­ 
ing went forward today in some 
sections of the structure while the 
tormer apartment residents occu­ 
pied temporary quarters and G et­ 
tysburg firemen relinquished their 
watch of the building. 
Twice since the fire was put out 
Monday morning after a five-hour 
battle, firemen had to 
use 
addi­ 
tional water on blazes that broke 
out in sections of the F W. Wool­ 
worth storeroom.

"We won’t be able to tell defi­ 
nitely if tile operation is success­ 
ful for two or three weeks," Doc­ 
tor Fleming said 
He said the cornea was taken 
from a laboratory rabbit and con­ 
nected to Hoffman's optic nerve 
in a 15-minute operation.
